GAMING WITH AUTOMATIC 


SLOT MACHINE. 
(BEFORE MR. HANNAN.) 
Gavillet, a  shopkceper, 
Gardiner street, was summoned for per- 
mitting illegal gaming by means of an 
automatic slot machine in her premises on 
July 9th last. 

Mr. O'Flaherty (Chief State Solicitor’s 
office) appeared for the prosecution, and Mr. 
L. T. McCarthy defended. 

Station Sergeant Webb told the Court that 
on July 9 he saw two boys operating a slot 
machine on the counter of the defendant's 
shop. When he entered the shop the defendant 
at the machine from the counter and 
placed it on the floor. At his request, she 
replaced it on the counter, and he found 
that it was a roulette machine, operated by 
means of inserting pennies in a system of 
slots.

CRUELTY TO A CALF.

CIVIC GUARD SAVES YOUTH 
FROM PRISON. 

Francis Dwyer (20), Coleraine street, was 
charged with having ill-treated a calf bv 
striking it several times on the head with 
an ashplant at the North Wall on the 10th 
inst. He was further charged with having 
assaulted Guard Reilly by ‘“‘ butting ” him 
on the face with his head, and causing 
damage to the Gvard’s teeth. 

A witness named Tower gave evidence for 
the defence, and told as to the method by 
which cattle purchased by English buyers 
were driven from the cattle market to the 
North Wall for shipment.

The arrival of Mr. Gandhi in England, 
with a determination to maintain the 
costume and way of living to which he 
is accustomed, will, no doubt, provide the 
society leaders and experts on etiquette in 
London with something to put them on 
their mettle. The problems confronting 
them will, however, be considerably leas 
complicated than those that cropped up 
when Cetewayo had to be tactfully 
handled with respect to his wives, or those 
created by that highly autocratic gentle- 
man, the old Shah of Persia. The occasion 
of the Foreign Office ball was that which 
called for the most gingerly handling. A 
certain Duchess, it is recorded, was pre- 
sented to His Majesty, and she was invited 
to partner him in a dance. She got out 
of this, but was indiscreet enough to 
remark audibly that she “would dance 
with no damned nigger.’’ The Shah heard 
her, and, judging rather by her tone than 
her words that she was being rude, was 
on the point of taking umbrage, when a 
young attaché intervened, explaining that 
in England to call a person a “ damned 
nigver’’ was the highest possible compli 
ment.

Records of the Past. 


The materials from which the historian 
of the future will draw his information 
promise to provide him—in some direc- 
tions, at least—with a far easier task than 
his predecessors had to undertake. Grama- 
phone records, as well as the film, silent 
and noisy, will preserve a lot of material 
that might have been lost. Up to the 
present, however, very little 
done; for I notice that when a fifty-year- 
old phonograph cylinder of Lord Tenny- 
son's voice was reverently produced and 
tried out at the British Museum the other 
day the result was a complete failure. 
There were a few unintelligible sounds, 
and that was all. The British Museum 
possesses a number of dises recording the 
voices of most prominent men of modern 
times, but there is no organised selection 
or collection. Germany is ahead in this 
respect ; for there already exists a grama- 
phone record department in the State 
Library in Berlin. As for films, the only 
one in British national possession is 
‘* Chang,’’ which was a gift to the Natural 
History Museum because of its portrayal 
of jungle life. 


Dublin 200 Years Ago. 


That the overcrowding problem is not 
by any mears a new one for Dublin is 
shown by puasaze in Dobbs’s ‘ Essay 
Upon the Trade of Ireland,” which I 
found the other day. After giving some 
statistics of the city in 1725, Dobbs says: 
“ In the trading part of Dublin seventy 
persons have been known to live in a 
house, there being a family sometimes in 
each room, and in the cellars.’’ In regard 
to population, taking the average number 
to every house as ten, he calculates that 
it would give a total of 110,860, since 
11,086 houses were inhabited in Dublin 
in that year. Dr. Rutty, however, gives 
an authoritative statement of Dublin’s 
population in 1753 as 128,570.

‘the largest and most populous city in

THE ENGLISH RAILWAY GAUGE. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

SIrg,— Your interesting article on the origin 
of the gauge of English railways revives an 
old controversy. A considerable correspon- 
dence on the point appeared in Zhe Times 
in the early part of 1929. However true it 
may be that it was derived in England from 
the Roman chariot wheel-tracks, the gauge 
oes back to much earlier times. Captain 
ardcastle, writing in 1929 from Sicily to 
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Antiquity, points out that wheel-tracks of | 


4 feet 8} inches are found at Syracuse which 
date back to the fourth century, B.2., and 
that at Agrigentum are similar ones of the 


fifth grá B.C. These are measured 
between the inner edges of the tyres. He

stute. She is a motor ship of 3,174 tons 
register, and came from Sydney, Australia, 
with a cargo ct wheat. Although one of the 
latest types of cargo-carriers she, apparently, 
was not built for speed, having taken as long 
as sixty-one days on the passage via Cape 
Town. It is interesting to note that it was a 
frequent. occurrence for sailing vessels to 
make passages from Liverpool! to Australia in 
seventy-five days, and sometimes less. The 
sailing ship Merinerus, for example, on one 
occasion went from Gravesend to Melbourne 
in as little time as sixty-six davs. 

Strong westerly winds were the cause of 
the delay, as far as the King William was 
concerned. She just missed a tremendous gale 
off the Cape of Good Hope, which was en- 
countered. by the Sithonla—also bound to 
Dublin with a cargo of grain. The Sithouta 
nad a narrow escape, having had number two 
and number six hatches stove in, and was 
forced to put into Port Elizabeth for repairs. 
The King William is a typical world-wide 
roamer. Leaving Manchester over six months 
azo, she wandered round the Black Sea ports 
betore proceeding through the Suez Canal on 
her Australian cruise; and her crew of thirty- 
one hands, all told, fully appreciate being 
back in home waters once again. 

The ships that sail the seas had apparently 
some budget of their own to discuss last 
week; for they put their heads together,

monotonously to and fro over lifeless ships— 
all these combine successfully to destroy our 
ideals and romantic associations of the sea. 

There are times, however, when one may 
obtain a fleeting glimpse of the by-gone days 
at the South side of the river. They are 
shy days—as though aware that they belong 
to a period of the past—and are only per- 
suaded to enter the turmoil of the present 
day by the existence of the schooners which 
always berth alongside this quay. Often one 
may discover the almost forgotten atmos- 
phere in some neighbouring tap-room rather 
than in the ships themselves. Schooner men 
are rather diffident about talking to strangers 
who may come on board, but they freely 
exchange reminiscences. among one another 
over a modest pint of plain. 

Here one may listen unnoticed to the 
nautical jargon of the sea—a world in which 
a foremast 1s dependent on the strength of a 
bobstay, and where a jib can be lost through 
a weak splice in a downhaul.

Lynch said that they could not possibly see 
sim at that hour of night, and threatened to 
telephone for the Civic Guards if the men 
did not go away from the door. She 
closed the window, and almost immediately 
jwo revolver shots were discharged. One 
bullet entered through a pane of glass in 
the lower portion of the window which Mrs. 
Lynch had just closed, and the other bullet 
mtered through the upper portion of the 
same window. Mrs. Lynch had a remarkable 
escape.

MANSLAUGHTER 
CHARGE FAILS.

DUNDALK, Tuesday. 
HE motoring accident in which Mr. 
‘i Nicholas Halligan, of Baltray, the well- 
known Irish amateur golfer and hotel 
proprietor, was killed was investigated at 
(‘astlebellingham District Court, County Louth, 
to-day, when Miss Mary Clare Branigan, of 
Magdalene street, Drogheda, was charged by 
the State with the manslaughter of Mr. 
Halligan. The charge was that Miss Branigan 
had been guilty of manslaughter through 
criminal negligence in the driving of Mr. 

Halligan’s car, in which he was a passenger. 

Mr. J. B. Hamill, State Solicitor, prose- 
cuted. 

Superintendent Casserly gave evidence of 
measurements taken at the cross-roads which 
Jed from Clogherhead to Annagassan. 

In cross-examination by Mr. P. J. Roe, 
barrister-at-law, the Superintendent said that 
the turn was a very dangerous one, and the 
morning in question was very foggy. It 
would be easy for a driver who came on the 
turn unawares to take the turn to the left 
as being the easier one to get through. 


GIRL’S ORDEAL. 


Sergeant Keaney said that when he arrived 
on the scene Mr. Haliigan was dead. The car 
was badly damaged. Later in the morning he 
took a statement from Miss Branigan, in 
which she stated that she left Howth at 
12.30 a.m., accompanied by Mr. Hallgan, 
who drove as far as Balbriggan, when he 
asked her to take the wheel. On the Togher 
road she misjudged the turn for a hill she 
had already passed. ‘‘I did everything to 
stop the car,” said Miss Branigan, “but 1 
was not able. The car crossed the fence and 
right into the field, where it turned right over. 
When I got out of the car I went to the 
right hand side, where I saw Mr. Halligan 
lying out of the window. He was covered 
with blood. I called him and got no answer, 
and I ran for help.” 

The statement continued that the night had 
been very foggy, and Miss Branigan said 
that she had been driving at twenty miles per 
hour on this road. The brakes of the car 
were in perfect order, and they had been 
coming that road because she and her sisters 
were camping at Annagassan. 

Dr. Donegan said that death was due to a 
compound fracture of the bones of the skull 
aid laceration of the brain, and was instan- 


taneous, 
THE ACCIDENT. 

Mr. Roe, in asking that informations should 
he refused, said that Mr. Halligan was a 
splendid type of Irishman, known and 
respected throughout the whole country. 
Everybody felt sympathy with his relatives, 
hut there was also deep sympathy for the gir! 
~—not yet twenty-one vears of age—who was 
driving the car carefully along a road which 
both she and Mr. Halligan knew well, and 
along a road which was extremely dangerous. 
What had happened was that in the fog a 
ficnpost at the corner suddenly loomed up in 
front of her, and she misjudged the turn. 
Possibly she had inadvertently placed her 
foot on the accelerator. The car jumped, and 
there was then no possibility of controlling it. 
lie asked the Justice to hold that there was 
no reasonable probability of a jury finding 
that there had been criminal negligence by 
the girl, 

District Justice Goff said that he was 
perfectly satisfied that no good purpose would 
le served by sending the case forward for 
trial; he refused informations. He expressed | 
his deep sympathy with the relatives of the 
late Mr. Halligan, and also with Miss | 
Bevnigan, who had, indeed, been placed in a 
very difficult position.

DUNDALK, Tuesday. 
HAT was described as an excellent 
example of Irish humour was re-

Mr. Reilly had ti 
generously given the Board land on whic 
to erect their filter beds for the Ardee water- 
works. The Board had provided a lock, and 
had given Mr. Reilly one of the keys. The 
lock had been substituted, and no key given 
to the Board’s caretaker. Mr. Reilly had 
informed the caretaker that whenever he 
required access he was to come to his (Mr. 
Reilly 's) house. : 


THE BULL. 


This was not a suitable arrangement, as 
Mr. Beilly's house was a considerable dis- 
tance away. Mr. O'Connell's letters to Mr. 
Reilly had remained unanswered, and in due 
course when the waterworks caretaker wanted 
to enter the building he removed the lock. 
The practical answer—if not the legal answer 
—to that anneared in the shape of a bull in 
the field. The bull was. apparently, not too 
tame, and when the careteker, in the course 
of his duty. went into the field he was chased 
by the bull. had to run for his life, and 
inst managed to escane over the fence with 
his life. That was the peculiar position in 
which they found themselves at the moment. 
It was unfortunate that they were unable to 
get into the very important works which 
they had on the land, hut while the bull was 
there nobody would venture near the field. 
The filter beds required fresh sand if the 
water for the supply of the people of all 
Ardee town was to be of good quality, but 
as long as the bull was there the sand could 
not be put in. 


A SUIT OF ARMOUR?

The continued reticence of the passenger, 
coupled with the fact that no clue as to his 
identity can be found, has naturally given 
rise to much speculation, and not a few 
sensational theories. a: 
In the course of their inquiries the Civic 
Gaards’ learned of a man with an American 
accent, who late on Friday night inquired 
where he could engage a motor car in Sligo.

It was thought that this man had hired Mr. 
Mulligan to bring him home, but subsequent 
investigations satisfied the authorities that he 
was not the person concerned. 

Although the position of the burned car 
indicated that the accident occurred on the 
return journey to Sligo, it has not been 
established that the car was in the village 
of Coolaney that morning. A car was heard 
passing through the village at 6 a.m., but, 
as a local motor driver, who later came upon 
Mr. Mulligan’s car blazing fiercely at Hungry 
Rock, left his home at that time, it is 
thought that the car heard by the villagers 
was bis, and not Mr. Mulligan s. 

The Guards, who are investigating the 
affair, have not given ap hope of eventually 
establishing the identity of the mysterious 
passenger, but at the moment they have te 
acknowledge themselves mystified. 

A farmer, John MeNeice, who resides 
within a mile of the Hungry Rock, in a 
statement to the authorities, says that on the 
morning of the accident he got up at 6.15 a.m. 
and saw what he thought to be the headlights 
of a car. Three-quarters of an hour later he 
looked out again, and where he had seen the 
lights he then saw what looked like a house 
on fire. After watching it for fifteen minutes 
he mounted his bicycle and, riding to within 
150 yards of the fire, saw that it was a motor 
car enveloped in flames. Realising that he 
could do nothing, he returned home.

BOYS FIGHT FOR LIFE. 


THRILLING STORY OF THE 


WEXFORD FISHING TRIP ACCIDENT.

WEXFORD. Tuesday.

accident, in which two Wexford men 

Patrick Morris and Matthew Busher— 
lost their lives, have been given by the 
survivor, Richard Lucking (17), who is 
engaged in the electrical busmess. 

The three of them, he said, left Wexford 
on Sunday morning for a fishing trip, and, 
having made a successful catch, they decided 
om their return home to take a short course 
by the sandbanks outside the harbour, where 
they found deep water. Suddenly, however, 
the boat ran on to a sandbank, ana stuck 
fast. On leaving the boat they succeeded 
in getting it off the bank, but trey had to 
abandon it, as heavy swells broke «ver :t 
and completely drenched them. He elirsbed 
to the top of the mast, to which he tastened 
a handkerchief as a signal, but i"ev were a 
considerable distance from the nain'and, an 
evidently they were not observed. The tide 
commenced to rise, and Morris suggested 
that thev sbould endeaveuws to wade towards 
the shore. Morris, who was not a swimmer, 
took an oar under each arm, and the three 
of them set out from the boat 


CRY FOR HELP. 


He (Lucking) was only a few yards from 
the hoat wher he was swept from his feet 
by the tide. After swimming twenty yards 
or thereabouts, he heard a shout for help, 
and on looking back saw that Morris had 
lost one of the oars. He returmed to Morris 
and re-adiusted the oars for him under ‘vs 
arms, and resumed his attempt to gain the 
shore. Feeling his clothes pulling him down 
in the water, Lucking called out to his 


| companions that he was done for, but they 


| 


}in this position 


did not appear to have heard him. After 
a terrible struggle he got to a piece cf 
wreckage, to which he clung, and while 
he. tore off his clothing 
and removed his footwear. When he last saw 
him Morris was about one hundred yards 


}away, and was drifting towards Wexford. 


Busher, who was a strong swimmer, was 
heading fowards the north sloblands, which 
are on the opposite side of the harbour 
entrance. 

Lucking, who did not see his companions 
after this. stated that, while he retained hts 
hold of the wreekage, he signalled to two}; 
men who were collecting cockles on the north 
side, but. as they were a few miles away, 
he coule not attract their attention. 


DECIDED TO SWIM. 


Although the tide was running against him, 
he decided to swim to the mainland. When 
he had gone about half-way he climbed on to 
a sand bank, where He took a rest. Hé got 
caught im a whirlpool when he re-entered the 
water, and was tossed around for about ten 
minutes. Hope of escaping had almost left 
him when he got free. His strength was 
rapidly ‘ailing, but he persevered, and as he 
was appfoaching land he was assisted some- 
what bw the tide. He staggered out of the 
water, and met a man, but for whom, he 
beheves, he would have died on the strand. 


} He was taken to a neighbouring house, where 


he was served with, stimulants and clothing, 
and he remained there until he was taken to 
Wexford m a motor car. 

He expressed the opinion that Busher’s 
clothing cost him his life, and that a similar 
fate would have befallen himself only he got 
to the piece of wreckage.

Evading Customs Duty.

CARNDONAGH, Tuesday. 

T Carndonagh Court to-day, Charles 
A Devlin, of Tullagh, Clonmany, was pro- 

secuted for evading payment of 
Customs duties on a new overcoat, which 
was worn by the defendant: when crossing 
the border at Bridge End Station, on the 
Swilly Railway, into the Free State. 

Defendant, by his solicitor, Mr. D. White, 
having at first declined to give evidence in 
his defence or of the value of the coat, 
Justice Walsh said that he would have to 
accept the value of £3 10s., as stated by the 
Customs officer, Mr. Neil Ruddy.

On being invited from the train to 
the Customs booth the defendant said that 
he got the coat in the Free State from Mr. 
Reid, Carndonagh; but on removing the 
coat, at the request of Mr. Ruddy, who sug- 
gested’ that the label on the lining might 
corroborate the statement, defendant was 
seen to be wearing a second overcoat. 
shghtly worn. The new coat bore the label! 
of a Derry firm. Defendant denied that he 
bought the coat in Derry. | 

Mr. Ruddy said that he would have placed 
the defendant under arrest only a link in the 
evidence was. missing, namely, the Carn- 
donagh firm might have purchased from the 
Londouderry firm. 

Mr. John Reid, of the Carndonagh firm, 
said that his firm never bought from the 
Derry firm, and, at the moment, they could

War on the Slums. 


If the hope expressed yesterday by the 
Lord Mayor of Dublin obtains quick fulfil- 
ment, the present Municipal Council will 
have atoned in some part for tue sins >of 
a line of predecessors. ‘‘ Negotiations,’’ ne 
said, ‘‘ are going on with the banks of this 
country, and we hope very shortly to be 
able to put our hand on a million of money 
at very reasonable rates spread over a very 
long period.’” We assume that this hope 
will be realised, and we congratulate the 
Municipal Council. A million-pound loan, 
it is true, will not exterminate the slums 
of Dublin and rear more worthy dwellings 
in their stead; for this most insistent of 
Ireland's needs a far greater sum will be 
required. Yet a million pounds will bring 
the day of decent living for the poor appre- 
ciably nearer. Furthermore, it will mark« 
a definite beginning; and the beginning, 
as a Greek proverb puts it, is half of the 
whole. Within recent months the slum 
problem has acquired an insistency that was 
hitherto unparalleled. Every right-minded 
Irish citizen has been forced to realise 
that, while it remains unsolved, nothing 
else really can succeed. The burning spirit 
which is the first essential of any real re- 
form is present. If that fire once dies, it 
will not readily be rekindled; the Free 
State authorities, central and local, will 
have let slip a rare opportunity to set 
themselves in the van of reform, and the 
Free State poor will have lost one more 
chance of a finer life. 

The Lord Mayor declared his welcome 
tidings at the annual conference of the 
Association of Municipal Authorities of 
Ireland. Before the assembly 
Councillor O’Hanrahan, the 
Kilkenny, pleaded the provinces’ unhappy 
case. He pointed out that, whereas the 
,population of Ireland had declined to a 
startling extent within the past ninety 
years, the population of Dublin showed a 
constant and rapid increase. We believe 
with Councillor O’Hanrahan that this is 
which, if it persists,

gestion? For this reason, if for no other, 
the slum problem must be tackled without 
the least delay. Every month's hesitation 
piles further obstacles 


reform. Every month a few more wretched

people crowd into a house already crowded 
month decay

like an ant-hill. Every 
obtains a further hold 
house—or, it may be, upon another street 
—adding the danger of overwhelming 
accident to the lingering perils of squalor, 
vice and disease. 

If the million-pound loan is secured, 
it will not have been the Municipal 
Council’s sole contribution to the relief 
of Dublin's slums. As the Lord Mayor 
explained, the Council has completed 
2.000 houses within its year of office; it 
has 1,300 or 1,400 in the builders’ hands, 
and shortly will lay orders for a further 
900 houses. This is valuable work, but it 
is only a drop in Dublin’s ocean of need. 
To eradicate the slums will demand such 
an effort on the part of the authorities— 
that is to say, on the part of every citizen 
—as Ireland never has known for a social 
purpose. Dublin’s problem is the greatest 
and demands most urgent treatment; but 
even Dublin’s need must not overcloud the 
necessity of many other areas in the Free 
State. There is no region within the 
twenty-six counties which can claim anv- 
thing like perfection in its housing con- 
ditions. Some regions, however, are com- 
paratively fortunate, and their need of 
reform is less; others, on a smaller scale, 
approximate to Dublin’s trouble, and these 
must receive swift and expert attention. 
The problem cannot be solved by local 
authorities alone. It has attained national 
dimensions and can be fully solved only 
In collaboration with 
local 


by national effort. 
the Free State 
authorities can do vast good; by them-

selves they can merely attempt to stay the 
spreading of the sore. Why does the 
Government not take example from the 
Dublin City Council? It realises the 
urgency. Must we conclude that it lacks 
the will or the initiative? 


Germany and Europe. 


Many people to-day hold that, until 
Germany is prosperous again, no real 
revival of the world’s trade can be ex- 
pected. There is much to support this 
view. Economists of all kinds have agreed 
that the chief cause of our economic 
troubles is the fall in the price of commodi- 
ties—an evil which ultimately must be 


attributed to a decline in purchasing | 


power. Here Germany’s position is of pre- 
dominant importance ; and for this reason 
last Monday's depression on the Berlin 
Bourse must be viewed with a real misgiv- 
ing. Actually the factors which occasioned 
it would have been unimportant in normal 
times. It is true that four banks suspended 
payment; but they were small pro- 
vincial ventures, which might have con- 
tinued without much difficulty if any 
general confidence had prevailed in the 


Fatherland. The remarkable result of two 
political disturbances, moreover, was 
wholly disproportionate to their signi- 
ficance; yet the fact remains that an 
abortive Nationalist putsch in Austria 
and the wrecking of the Ostend-Budapest 
express were able, in conjunction with the 
failure of the banks, to create a mild 
Such an event 
wrong, 


financial panic in Berlin. 
denotes something radically 
especially in a country which recently has 
enjoyed a windfall in the shape of the 
moratorium. At this point we may turn 
for enlightenment to the lament of Dr. 
Schacht, late President of the Reichsbank. 
who, in his new work on the reparation 
problem, blames Germany's misfortunes 
upon the financial burdens imposed by the 
Treaty of . Versailles. Unhappily, Dr. 
Schacht, in the fervour of an embittered 
patriotism, has not been too tactful, and in 
some instances has merged large economic 
issues into political questions of a most 
contentious nature. Nevertheless, we must 
admit the truth that such problems are 
inter-related. During the month of August 
Germany’s imports amounted in value to 
some 454,000.000 marks; in the same 
month of 1930 they amounted to over 
795,000,000 marks. To a large extent this 
reduction may be traced to the Father- 
land’s economy campaign ; but British and 
other European statesmen must recognise 
that their own efforts to redress trade 
balances will provide small benefit if every 
country is similarly occupied. Freed from 
War debt obligations, Germany would be 
in a position to buy, and thus Dr. 
Schacht’s aggressive demand—he has 
named his book “ The End of Repara- 
tions ’’—compels an intelligent attention. 
The younger generation in Germany is con- 
vinced that the country’s economic future 
is blended inextricably with the politica] 
situation abroad. Cherishing—rightly or 
wrongly—this opinion, it regards repara 
tion payments as virtually dead. It is 
with this outlook that the creditor nations 
must contend, and probably they will con 
sult their own real interests if, at some 
immediate sacrifice, they convert German

Golf Balls. 


The United States Golf Association has 
decided to abandon, as from next April, 
the ‘‘balloon’’. ball that became com- 
pulsory in America at the beginning of 
this year. The old ball, which it replaced, 
was of the British standard—1.62 inches 
in diameter and 1.62 ounces in weight; 
in the ‘‘ balloon’’ ball the diameter was 
increased to 1.68 inches and the weight 
was reduced to 1.55 ounces. It is ex- 


pected that the new ball, which will 
| become compulsory after next April, will 
| be a compromise, retaining the size of 
| the ‘“balloon’’ ball, but reverting to the 
British standard of weight. The larger 
and lighter ball was introduced, as the 
United States Golfing Association de- 
clared, after ‘‘five years of study and 
most extensive tests,’’. in the confident 
hope that it would make the game easier 
and more enjoyable. It is being with- 
drawn now because the mass of American 
players are in revolt against it, de- 
nouncing it with those non innorta verba 
which are at the command of al] English- 
speaking golfers. The professionals and 
leading amateurs were not seriously 
affected, but ‘the great army of golfers—- 
a fact which some Irish committees are apt

stand, the curtailment of a normal 150 
yards’ drive by even ten yards is 4 
horrible “ffront to self-esteem. American 
golfers tolerate the gangster and the 
racketeer, but they will not tolerate loss 
of distance; and the “ balloon’’ ball must 
go. The experiment and its hasty revoca- 
tion could not have occurred in these 
islands, where a xplendidly conservative 
authority insists that before any change 
is adopted it shall be justified beyond 
the shadow of a doubt. Here is illustrated 
one of the essential differences between 
two national temperaments—the American, 
zealous to prove all things; the British, 
jealous to hold fast that which is good. 


The Telephone System. 


It is a curious fact that, while London 
remains the centre of the world’s trade 
and finance, England is distinctly back- 
ward in the matter of telephones. The 
telephone’s real stronghold, of course, is 
the United States, where it is used to an 
enormous and increasing extent by al! 
classes of people, replacing, indeed, most 
other forms of communication. In 
organisation hitherto the United States 
has led the world; but a report in the 
Chamber. of Commerce suggests that 
the leadership is passing to Britain, 
despite her comparatively smal] proportion 
of telephones. This change, presumably, 
is inspired by the growing use of the long- 
distance telephone for international calls. 
The situation of England, which did so 
much in the past for her commerce, has 
begun to exert its influence in the sphere 
of telephony, and that influence, says the 
Chamber of Commerce, is made effec- 
tive by the unrivalled technical achieve- 
ments of British engineers. If the United 
States has developed the long-distance 
trans-continental telephone to its highest 
pitch of efficiency, Britain has wrought a 
similar perfection in the case of the 
trans-oceanic telephone. An example is 
given of this perfection. When New York 
some months ago learnt that the world 
flyers, Messrs. Post and Gatty, were 
approaching Berlin, the American authori- 
ties wished to broadcast their landing at 
the Tempelhof Aerodrome. New York rang 
up London; London rang up Berlin, and 
arranged that a microphone should be in- 
stalled at the aerodrome. In conse- 
quence, a running commentary on the 
landing was telephoned from Berlin to 
London, and thence to New York, where 
it was broadcast in the ordinary way.

DECLINE IN BUSINESS REFLECTED. 


OVIET Russia supplied the Irish Free 
S State with goods to the value of £48,766 
in the month of July, 1931. In the same 
month the Free State exported to the Soviet 
Union goods to the value of £1. These 
particulars are given in the monthly pamphlet 
compiled by the Free State Department of 
Industry and Commerce on the trade statistics 
of the Irish Free State to the end of July, 
1931. How much of these imports from 
Russia may consist of men’s and boys’ suits 
is not set out in the Department’s tables aud 
statistics. In view of recent allegations of 
dumping in Dublin of cheap suits frcm 
Russia an extension of these statistics show- 
ing the import country of origin would be 
acceptable. 

Of the national origin of imports in tke 
Department’s return, as at present set ort, 
it is explained by the Department that the 
*‘ returns from which the statistics of imports 
are compiled indicated the countries from 
which the goods are consigned which are not 
necessarily the countries of origin or s'up- 
ment,”’ 

In view of the fact that the same '' Ex- 
planatory Note ” states that “ in the case of 
exports the returns indicate the countries of 
final distribution to which the goods are 
consigned,’’ the import statistics certainly 
fail in an essential manner as means of com- 
parative analysis. 


UNFAIR COMPETITION, 


In the way of ordinary commerce the parti- 
culars, as set out in the Department’s monthly 
statement of imports, would suffice, but in 
view of the special conditions of nationalised 
industrial organisation in Russia it is 1m- 
portant that goods produced under such 
labour conditions should be identified in their 
origin. It is important to every industry 
established in the Free State that it should 
be known to Irish manufacturers whether 
they are faced with more than commercial 
competition, either as exporters or as pfo- 
ducers for the home market, and also in how 
far “*under-cost ’’ goods—as Soviet Five Year 
Flatt goods must be regarded—are growing 
into a danger to native industries. This pro- 
tective knowledge cannot become known to 
manufacturers in the Free State if it is 
possible by State-regulated labour to produce 
an article in Moscow and have it tabulated 
by the Ministry of Industry and Commerce 
as Polish because the article was shipped at 
Dantzig. 

Apart from this matter these trade 
statistics given by the Department form an 
ample statement of our trade month ty 
month. The issue of statistics to the end 
of July, 1931, which is published to-day, 
is a valuable document. with a minutie of 
detail admirably set forth. 


ADVERSE BALANCE. 

An adverse balance of trade amounting to 
£11,922.541 is shown for the twelve months 
ended July, 1931. This means that the Free 
State’s adverse trade balance is—if the term 
may be used—worse by £1.317,419 as com- 
pared with the position at the end of July, 
1930 

These returns for the seven months ended 
July, 19351, indicate that Free State traders 
have bought less and sold less in the sum of 
over £4,000,000 on both accounts. From 
January to July, 1930, the Free State im- 
ported £34,311,089 worth of goods. In the 
same months of 1931 imports only totalled to 
£29 476,112. £24.8835,582 was the sum of 
Free State exports during the seven months 
ended July, 1939, as compared’ with 
£19.576,014 for the same period in 1931. 

The comparative figures for re exports were 
£856,971 and £429,654, which is to say that 
the volume of trade on each account shows 
serious diminution in relation to the same 
period in 1930. 


Great Britam was this year more than five 


bhá 


times our best customer as compared with 
other purchasers of Free State commodities. 
In return we did not ; sport from her three 
times the value of the goods imported to us 
from Northern Ireland and * other countries. ’ 
From the latter two trading entities we im- 
orted about £8,500,000 and little more than 
21,000,000 from Great Britain from January 
to July, 1931, thus the comparative ratio of 
our sales to Great Britain is greater than our 
purchases. While during this year to the end 
of July we have traded to the extent of 
about £5,000,000 with the small population 
in Northern Ireland, our commercial trans- 
actions with the enormously larger population 
in Great Britain did not exceed £38.000,000 
in the same period. Free State exports 
to Northern Ireland from January to 
July, 1931, amounted to £2,110,7153. 
We cnly exported eight times that amount 
of goods to Great Britain, which has 
a population more than thirty times larger 
than Northern Ireland. Proportionately the 
populations of both these trading grounds are 
of industrial type, and probably absorb 
similar classes of Irish commodities. Ratio 
Free State exports to each would indicate 
opportunities of commercial enterprise on the 
part of our merchants, producers and manu- 
faclurers which have yet to be developed. In 
Great Britain present national financial con- 
ditions suggest that times are out of joint 
for commercial adventuring, but while they are 
being restored to the normal our Chambers of 
Commerce will probaly consider how best our 
export to Great Britain may be raised to the 
ratio of trade with Northern Ireland. 


IMPORTS AND EXPORTS. 


From January to July, 1930, goods were 
imported from Great Britain to the value of 
£23,958 ,485 ; from Northern Ireland, 
£3,526,071; from other countries, £6,826,555, 
There was a decline for the same period of 
1931, viz.:—Importe from Great Britain, 
£21 031.349; Northern Ireland, £2,962,927 ; 
and other countries, £5,481,836. The totals 
are £34,311,089, as compared with £29,476,112. 
Decline also marks the statistics of Free State 
exports, which are :-—

The United States of America do most 
trade with the Free State after Northern 
Ireland. Referring always to the period of 
the seven months, January to July, the 
amount of trade was as follows :—£2,554,142 
imports in 1930, and in 1931 £1,227.644. Ex- 
ports 1930, £1.023,266, and in 1931 £296,015. 
A serious falling off. Trade with Argen- 
tina was as follows :— 

Imports, 1930, £671,770, and _ 1931, 
£890,736. Exports, 1930, £105,607, and 
1931, only £9,285. 

Trade with Germany was as follows :— 

Imports, 1930, £804,430, and 1931, 
£654,886. Exports, 1930, £156,190, and 1961, 
£50,452. 

Exports to Italy, which were greater than 
imports, have gone down by half. 

Cereal exports have declined from £165,853 
in 1930 to £104,815 in 1931, and biscuits, 
which were exported to the value of £258,982 
in 1950, totalled about £21,354 for the seven 
months ending July, 1931. 

There was a falling off for the month of 
July in porter, beer, and ale and spirits. 
For the seven months the 1930 and 1931 
figures are respectively £3,090,673 and 
£2,922 ,862. 

A final table in these trade statistics shows 
that there were 10,604,057 proof gallons of 
home-made spirits in bonded warehouses in 


the Irish Free State at 31st July, 1931.

SITE FOR A PALACE OF THE 
gé SOVIETS. ! 


From “Tug Times’? Own CoRRESPONDENT. 


RIGA, Tuesday. 

The Soviet authorities have begun the 
demolition of the Cathedral of the Saviour 
in Moscow, the site of which is destined for 
a Palace cf the Soviets. Hitherto operations 
have been confined chiefly to the removal 
of interior and exterior decorations, some of 
which have been sent to museums, and it is 
not clear whether the entire building will be 
pulled down or whether the skeleton will 
remain as part of the Palace. 

As plans for the Palace hitherto submitted 
by Soviet architects have not been approved, 
the authorities have organised a world 
competition, and invited prominent European 
and American architects to compete. 

Moscow reports that more 
foreign architects have already consented to 
submit plans.

One feature of the Nationalist Party Con- 
gress which opened here te-day is the total 
absence of resolutions favouring a Republic, 
an interesting fact. taken in conjunction with 
the statement by Ons Vaderland, the official 
party journal, that secession from the Empire 
would be a foolish step. 

Mr. Piet Grobler, Minister of Lands. who 
was re-elected leader of the Transvaal Party, 
raised the position of the Governor-General in 
his opening speech. He expressed the view 
that the person occupying the position of head 
of the State should be elected by popular 
vote, and thereafter recommended to the King 
for appointment, and should combine in his 
person the functions of Governor-General and 
Prime Minister. 

South Africa, said Mr.. Grobler, had intro- 
duced its party system from England, and 
when this system, even in the country of its 
origin. was 10 longer so successful as it had 
been in the past, as recent events showed, 
how could it be expected to be a greater 
success abroad’? 

Mr. Grobler added that it was not in the 
interest of South Africa to break away from 
the British Commonwealth, which gave more 
than the League of Nations a real guarantee 

of safety and materia! advantage.

f had always vaguely assumed that Sligo's 
pre-eminence in music was due to some my+ 
terious talent which was latent in its citizens 
Inquiries, however, have shown that the real 
explanation is the work that has been done 
by a few stalwart enthusiasts, who have de- 
voted themselves to cultivating an apprecia 
tion of music in their fellows. : 

One oí the earliest pioneers was Mr. John 
Delaney, a former organist i Sligo Cathedral, 
and other entiusiasts have included Dr. 
Fraggart, Mr. Henry Loretto, the crganist at 
Calry Parish Church, and Mr, enry 
Franklin, who was recently heard by 
‘* listeners-in’’ in a lecture-recital from 2RN, 
in the course of which he dealt with a violin 
and piano arrangement of Carolan’s Concerto 
and other Irish airs which has been published 
by his son, Mr. Michael. Herman Franklin, the 
organist at Strabane Parish Church, Mr. A. 
J. Crichton, a leading Ballysodare amateur, 
also had a great miluence. 

It was first Dr. Fraggart, and afterwards 
Mr. Loretto, who conducted the Sligo Musical 
Society, Mr. Loretto being succeeded in 
1922 by the present conductor, Mr. 
Mark Franklin, organist at St. John’s 
Parish Church, while Mr.* Henry 
Franklin trained and led the _ orchestra. 
The second society in Sligo, which is known 
as the St. Mary’s Choral Society, is now 
beginning its third vear, and is conducted 
by Dr. Du Meister, the gifted young Belgian, 
who is organist at Sligo Cathedral. 

Many societies have sprung up, made their 
mark, and lapsed during the years of Sligo’s 
musical history. One of these was the 
Presbyterian Musical Society, which was 
organised by Mr. Robert Smyllie, then 
Precentor at the local Prebyterian Church, 
and also a leading amateur bass vocalist, 
who exerted considerable influence in the 
musical life of the town. ‘There was also 
at one time a very good amateur orchestral 
society, conducted by Mr. Henry Franklin, 
but this has not met as a society since the 
war, though its members Lave assisted the 
Musical Society and taken rart in Feis con- 
tests. A Chamber Music «Union, which was 
started many years ago by Mr. Loretto, has 
helped the Feis Ceoil by érranging competi- 
tions. 

Curiously enough, opera has never thrived 
in Sligo, and when a choral andgpperatic 
society was formed the choral side ffourished 
at the expense of the other, wntil choral 
work alone was being performed. . This, 1 
believe, is due not to lack of appreciation 
of opera, because visits from the Carrick-on 
Shannon and Boyle societies, as well as 
occasional operatic performances by local 
amateurs for charities, will always draw 
large “houses.” It is due to the fact that 
there is no opera enthusiast with the will 
to organise a society. 

As a feis centre it is, perhaps, that Sligo 
is best known to the world of music. The 
Feis Ceoil, which started in 1903 as a local 
festival, has now become a national event, 


“which attracts entries from across the Irish 


(Channel, and instead of being carried 
tirough in two days, as it formerly was, it 
is spread over the whole of Easter Week. 

It is a great pity that that week should 
see a clash between the Feis Ceoil and a 
rival, the Feis Shligigh. This rival festival, 
which aims at a greater concentration on 
nationalistic music than the Feis Ceoil, first 
started three years after the other, but died 
out, and was replaced by the introduction of 
a special Trish section in the Feis Ceoil 
syllabus, with a separate sub-committee. Two 
vears ago, however, the Feis Shligigh agaip 
made its appearance. 

It says much for the artistic appreciation 
ot Sligo folk that. with a population of less 
tran 12,000, they can keep these. many 
activities alive. But one learns that even 
here the lure of the cinema, the whist drive, 
and the dance hali have had their effect. 

‘*Since these things started,” Mr. Henry 
Franklin said to me, regretfully, “it is hard 
to induce even musical people to spare an 
occasional evening for us. The talkies have 
damaged us a great deal, for when ‘ canned’ 
music can be heard for such a small sum. 
man-made music has to take a back seat.’’ 

One can only hope that, in face of modern 
tendencies, Sligo will be true to its tradi- 
tions, and contrive to support classic music. 


GENERAL ELECTION 
RUMOURS. 


TALK OF NOVEMBER 
APPEAL TO COUNTRY. 


- 
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The possibility of an early election is 
exciting much discussion among members 
of all parties at Westminster (says the 
Press Association Lobby Correspondent). 

There is a widespread belief that there 
will be a general election in November, 
and that it will be fought mainly on tariffs. 

Conservatives especially favour the idea 
of an early appeal to the country, their 
view being that tariffs are essential to the 
recovery of industry, and that there is not 
a majority for the adoption of such a policy 
in the present House of Commons. 

As the speeches of Mr. Runciman and 
Sir John Simon indicate, the attitude of 
Liberal free traders has been affected by 
the needs of the present emergency. It is 
estimated that about half the Liberal 
M.P.’s are now prepared to support tariffs. 

Reference was made at a meeting of 
the Parliamentary Labour Party yesterday 
to the possibility of an election. Mr. 
Arthur Henderson was naturally unable to 
give any definite information about the 
date of the election, but his advice to the 
party was to be.prepared for eventualities. 

The Labour Party has a committee at 
work formulating an election policy. 

Lord Stonehaven, chairman of the Con- 
servative Party, is to address to-morrow a 
gathering in Londen of Conservative 
M.P.’s, prospective candidates and chair- 
men of associations .or constituencies in 
the Eastern area, which comprises the 
counties of Bedford, Cambridge, Hertford- 
shire, Huntingdonshire, Isle of Ely, 
Norfolk and Suffolk. 

On Friday Lord Stonehaven will visit 
Birmingham and address a similar meeting 
in connection with the West Midlands 
area, which embraces the counties of 
Gloucester, Hereford, Shropshire, Stafford- 
shire, Warwickshire and Worcestershire.

REVELATIONS OF 
CENSUS RETURNS.

W ‘rite is the remegly for the disturbing 


situation revealed by the new census 
report as to the Free State’s high 
percentage of juvenile unemployment? 

The report shows that in the City of 
Limerick only one out of every ten boys aged 
fourteen or fifteen was in employment, as 
compared with nine out of ten in Oldham or 
Stoke-on-Trent. Only one out of every 
twenty Limerick girls of fourteen or fifteen 
years old had found work, as com d with 
the four out of five in Stoke-on-Trent and 
six out of seven in Oldham. It is stated that 
in these matters t resembles an English 
rather than an Irish city, as eight out of ten 

irls of sixteen or seventeen years old in Bel- 
ast were in employment in 1926, as compared 
with the five out of ten in Dublin and three 
out of ten in Limerick. 

Educationists in the Free State were 
urging yesterday that one important contribu- 
tion to the solution of the problem lay in 
making it compulsory for children, after 
leaving ordinary schools, to attend technical 
continuation schools. Below are some 
opinions on the subject that were given to 
me yesterday :'— 

“This shows unmistakably that the 
(Government should make the Vocational 
Education Act compulsory,’”’ said Mr. Cormac 
Breathnach, Chairman of the City of Dublin 
Vocational Education Committee, and a

“If necessary,” Mr. Breathnach added, 
“there should be maintenance grants by the 
State Íor these children. It is nia Bar the 
burden oí keeping them there should be 
thrown on poor parents and brothers and 
sisters.” 

A leading business man agreed that ii 
work could not be found for the youth of the 
country, it would be better to force them to 
attend school than to remain idle. 

“A year of idleness,’’ he said, ‘‘ often 
forms undesirable characteristics, which are 
never eradicated. Experience has made me 
very reluctant to employ at all a lad who 
has been wasting his time for any consider- 
able — after leaving school; for the 
‘ig vility is that he has forgotten all that 
le learnt at school, he finds it difficult to 
apply himself to work, and it is likely that 
he will have developed bad habits. 

“While I am _ opposed, on principle, to 
Government grants to parents for keeping 
their children at school, I think even they 
would be well spent if they keep children 
from losing the habit of industry. Ireland 
cannot become an industrial country so long 
as she brings up her youth in idleness.’’ 

Mr. P. T. Daly, Secretary to the Dublin 
Trades Union and Labour Council, was cf 
opinion that raising the school-leaving age 


would help to meet the problem, and he was. 


also in favour of making vocational educa- 
tion compulsory, with, however, certain 
stipulations

Mr. Snowden, replying for the Government, said that most of the 


points raised in the debate had no bearing on the Budget proposals.

debate had been almost barren of constructive suggestions. 


MR GRAHAM’S DARK PICTURE. 


From. OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Tuesday. 


The House of Commons was well-filled 
this afternoon when the Speaker took the 
chair. 

Mr. William Graham, late President of 
the Board of Trade, resumed the general 
debate on the Budget resolutions. He gave 
a long and somewhat complicated explanation 
of the events which led up to the present 
crisis. Briefly put, his argument was that 
our present “nd “w. were mainly due to the 
attempt to meet impossible Reparation 
payments, and to the attempt to mamtain 
the gold standard. There also had to be 
considered the fall in commodity prices and 
the unequal distribution of gold. His eon- 
clusion was that, irrespective of what they 
thought of the Budget—whether it was 
balanced or not—it would be of no avail 
unless the world gold problem was taken in 
hand. There was no sign at present of any 
iniprovement in the commodity price level, 
and so long as that price level under the 
gold standard remained unemployment would 
continue to increase. 

It was estimated that within a compara- 
tively short time, in the leading industrial 
countries of the world, there would be 
30,000,000 of people dependent upon some 
form of public assistance. This Budget, so 
far from representing equality of sacrifice, 
would, m due course, exercise ever-increasing 
pressure upon the -peonle, and would add 
from a quarter of a million to 400,000 people 
to the ranks of the unemployed. Side by 
side with this there’ would be the inevitable 
tendency on the past of local authorities to 
pile up burdens more disadvantageous to the 
recovery of trade than national expenditure. 


PROPOSED REMEDIES. 


One thing he would do umresitatingly, and 
that was to withdraw the de-rating relief 
which had been given to undeniably 
Ry Regge concerns, and which imposed a 
jurden of £30,000,000 on the Exchequer. 
They were not now arguing in terms of 
normal finance. They were dealing with an 
emergency situation, and the proper thing to 
do was to withdraw this bonus from under- 
takings which did not require it.

i what objection could there be to the further 


increase of taxation of the undoubted wealth 
in the hands of individvals?

It was quite a mistake to 
assume that there was no room for additional 
taxation. Endless proposals of that kind 
could be made, all much less unjust and less 
detrimental to the purchasing power of mil- 
lions of people than the proposals in the 
present Budget. 

It was true that the Budget had been 
balanced, but in every honest financial mind 
there was grave doubt whether the country 
coyld stan 
standard. He was not surprised that Con- 
servative members had said that they must 
look to it that the adverse trade balance did 
not, sooner or later, engulf all the proposals 
of the Chancellor of the Exchequer. Cer- 


tainly, if the trade position did not improve. | 


there would soon be another un need 
Budget. The remedy suggested in some 
quarters was a revenue tariff. He did not, 
for a moment disguise the fact that when 
some of them were confronted with the choice 
between a reduction in the rates of unem- 
ployment benefit and a revenue tariff thev

e characterised Mr. Runciman’s proposal 
for the, prohibition of the import of ai 
as perfectly fantastic when related to the 
great trades of the country. In his opinion 
neither Free Trade nor Protection would 
solve their difficulties. A tariff would be a 
restrietive element at the very time when 
the maximum freedom was needed in Earo- 
pean and world trade. 

Mr. Churchill remarked that to hear Mr. 
Graham ne one would think he was a member 
of an administration which, having reduced 
the country almost to beggary, fied from 
their posts in terror of the conseqiiences 


the pace and keep on the gold ; 


which were approaching. (Laughter.) He 
was In agreement with the right hon. gentle- 
man when he said that the root cause of our 
present trouble was the accumulation of gold 
in the two countries which alone had profited 
from the payment, across the tariff barriers, 
of war debts and reparations. Since the 
summer of 1929 the United States had added 
170 millions to her gold reserve, and France 
had added 183 millions, while the stocks of 
the rest of the world had been diminished by 
130 millions. At the present moment the 
position was that, out of 2,275 millions of 
gold, France and the United States held 1,550 
millions, or two-thirds of the whole gold of 
the world. And it should be remarked that 
one-third of the whole visible gold of the 
world was held sterilised, playing no more 
part in the operations of the world than if it 
lay in the virgin rocks of the Rand. This 
was an altogether abnormal and _ artificial 
abstraction of gold from its honourable and 
hitherto indispensable function as a measure 
of human effort. 

If the fight they were now waging was lost, 
they would not need to debate the ‘‘ cuts” 
that were going to be made; they would be 
imposed automatically by irresistible price 
movements, over which we should have no 
more control than we had control over the 
weather. He had no hesitation in saying 
that unless all the countries of the world 
could make gold available for the function 
it had hitherto discharged, then the fall of 
prices and the destruction of credit would 
reduce our civilisation surely, and in no very 
great length of time, to a bleak and ferocious 
barbarism. The matter was one which should 
be dealt with as soon as possible. 


TARIFF PROBLEM. 


He welcomed the announcement that the 
Government were inquiring into the prohibi- 
tion of import of articles of luxury, but a 
tariff whieh was prohibitive in respect of 
luxuries in no way excluded a tariff on other 
classes of goods, which was both protective 
and revenue-raising in its effect. Such a tariff 
ought to be an integral part of the main 
proposals of any British Government which 
had to deal with an emergency like the 
present one. He had no desire, he continued, 
to criticise individual economies and taxes, 
because he did not wish to break the 
solidarity of the national effort to place its 
housekeeping on a strieter foundation. He 
was surprised, however, that Mr. Snowden 
had forgotten the tea duty. It would be 
quite possible to reimpose the tea duty beyond 
what it was in 1928. Then, in the case of 
sugar, an addition of 1}d., raising the price 
to 4d., would give the Exchequer twenty 
millions, besides taking away the need for 
the subsidy. 

He intended to vote for the Budget, but 
they could not stop there. sehind the 
Budget there would be a larger, a more care- 
fully considered, constructive and remedial 
plan, overtaking, over-riding and mitigating 
the effect of this Budget—a plan which would 
deal with causes as well as with effects, 
and would be constructive as well as 
disciplinary. If this Parliament. could 
andertake sach a task, it would be of the 
greatest advantage; for joint action in “the 
first stages of a great change of policy would 
command a far higher degree of national 
unity than would ever be wom iu the most 
successful electoral contest. Anxious, as he 
was on party grounds, for a general election, 
he was sure that this Parliament ought to 
try te discharge its full duty—the instrument 
ought not to be broken and cast aside una 
it had definitely proved incapable of render- 
ing the essential services demanded from it. 


STR JOHN SIMON’S CONFESSION. 


Sir John Simon paid a tribute to ihe 
Chaneellor for the courage he had displayed 
1» tha present crisis. The right hon. gentle 
man, and those who were with him, had 
dere more to restore and confirm the beli-f 
of the world in British credit than any bo.ly 
else in the country. (Cheers. )

the present scheme. Nothing in the nature 
of a mere revenue tariff would meet the 
situation. They needed a thorough check on 
imports to stitnulate and enceurage home 
production 

Mr. Hugh Dalton said that the Pudget 
viclated all the Chancellor’s past teachings 
by laying a grossly disproportionate burden 
upen the poorest of the people.

WHAT IS AN EM:BGENCY 
TARIFF? 

Mr. Snowden winding-up the debate for 
the ““_.ermment, said that it had been one 
of the most extraordinary Budget debates 
that had ever taken place. The discussion 
had gone on for seven hours, but generally 
the speeches had been concerned’ with 
everything and everything except the 
vroposals in the Budget. Most of 
them had dealt with the balance 
of trade, and with the gold standard, but 
ha had never heard a discussion so barren 
in practical suggestions. Sir John Simon 
had fallen back on an emergeney tariff, but 
Sir John did not explain what he meant. 
If the purpose of a tariff was to stop im 
ports, then it must be of a _ prohibitive 
character, because any moderate tariff of 25 
or 30, or 40, per cent. could not possibly 
keep out all imports. 

There could not be such a thing as an 
emergency tariff. The McKenna duties were 
unposed as an emergency measure, and after 
some twenty years they remained a part of 
the fiscal system. Sir John must have been 
aware that if he did succeed in restricting 
imports he would strike a still further blew 
at the income derived írm shippimg.

THE GOLD STANDARD. 


Commenting on Mr. Churchill's suggestion 
that the Government might call a conference 
on the gold standard, Mr. Snowden said: 
‘““Tt was suggested at the Geneva Conference 
that the central banks should call a conference 
to deal with this question. A conference was 
held some years ago. The richt hon. gentle- 
man was in office five vears, and he took no 
steps to deal with the gold problem. That 
was because, as he told us this afternoon, he 
did not know anything at all about the sub- 
ject. ( Laughter. ) H is well known that 
this matter has been, and is still, under the 
consileration of a Committee of the Leagne 
of Nations. If the United States and France 
think it is to their advantage to hoard gold, 
we cannot make them disgorge it, and if there 
is any prospect of getting an international] 
conference to deal with this question, this 
Government will be very happy, indeed, to 
participate in it.” (Cheers.) 

Continuing, Mr. Snowden said that he did 
not minimise, the importance of the reparations 
problem. 
the international point of view, he added, it 
has very little to do with the budgetary posi- 
tion of this country. This situation did not 
arise with the beginning of the German crisis 
in July. There is no truth in what has been 
said in some of the later speeches in the de- 
bate, that it was caused by the publication 
of the May Report. The crisis was upon us. 
I told the House about it in February. I 
repeated the warning before the May Com- 
mittee Report had hecome public property, 
and, as a matter of fact. the Bank of England 
credits had been arranged owing to the neces- 
sity for such payments before the May Report 
was issued,

CHE “HYDROGLIDER’ 
MAY SPEED UP 
WATER TRANSPORT. 


From A SPECIAL CORRFSPONDENT. | 

ATRONS of some Dublin cinemas this 

P week have seen a film showing an 

invention of particular interest to 
Ireland. in that, if developed, it may -reate 
a new era of prosperity for Ireland's water- 
ways and canals. 

The canals of this country have fallen on 
bad times. Many of them are no longer in 
use. They have succumbed to the fierce com- 
petition set up by rail and road t-ansport, 
which it was rightly considered were cheaper 
and faster. The ribbons of water winding 
through the green country are rapidly 
becoming filled with weeds and mud through 
neglect, and are in many places becoming 
derelict. | 

lhe Grand Canal Company still maintain 
regular services along its route, serving many 
people in the transportation of goods to and 
from Dublin and several important towns. 

The old horse-drawn barge, because of its 
slowness, has, however, been almost super- 
seded by the petrol engine, such as used by 
the Grand Canal Company on many of its 
boats; but even this latter method of pro- 
gression cannot compete with any degree of 
success against the motor lorry or railroad. 
To see the canal horses lumbering along the 
narrow pathways in sylvan settings is, indeed, 
a quaint sight, and one that is, unfcrtunately, 
disappearing.

DUBLIN A STRIKING 
EXCEPTION, 


In a paper on the “ Decay of Urban 
Areas’’ Councillor O’Hanrahan, Mayor 
of Kilkenny, quoted figures showing the 
decline of the population of Ireland 
during the last ninety years. The 
numbers had _ fallen, he said from 


8,196,597 in 1881 to 4,229,124 in 1926,

and, while the population in the urban 
areas was correspondingly declining, that 
of Dublin had shown an _ astounding 
increase. 

The lack of industrial development, 
and consequently of employment, was re- 
sponsible for the decline of urban areas. 
In some places the decay was due to the 
withdrawal of the British troops from 
areas now in the Saorstat. 
relentless pressure of economic forces, the 
people were being driven from the towns, 
where there was no employment, and now 
there was no work, either in the country 
the towns. 
The fixing of 
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or 
tariffs had given con 
siderable employ ment, but their nofits 
had. for the most part, been felt in 
Dublin. The presenee of a top-heavy city 
like Dublin was a menace to the State. 
There was a continual influx from 
provinces. of skilled worker. For the 
most part, however, it was unskilled 
workers who came to the city, and this 
state of affairs must result. in times of 
depression, in acute distress. 


LOCAL BODIES. 


Alderman Connollv, Waterford, in a 
paper on ‘‘Some Aspects of Municipal 
| Government.” quoted from an article in 
| the Irish Local Government Annual: to 
the effect that ‘‘the main reason for the 
discontent with local institutions was 
probably the fact that direct democratic 
mangement of city affairs had become 
practically impossible in an era tending 
more and more to specialisation and 
business management.”’ 

“ Municipal administration, ” the quota- 
tion continued. ‘‘had outzcrown the form 
of amateur deliberation that characterised 
it in its earlv historv, and it was coming 
to be recornised that in the detached 
execution of routine business and the ad- 
ministration of public moneys already 
voted for a specific purpose it should be 
one controlling executive head.” 

Without questioning the wisdom of the 
statement, said Alderman Connolly, it 
might be asked had the local, popularly- 
elected bodies carried out the functions 
entrusted to them for the past eighteen 
vears with enereyv and efficiency since the 
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government, and statements had been 
heard that Urban Councils were going to 
be wiped out; but, so far as he would 
have anything to do .ith the policy of 
local government, Urban Councils would 
very definitely be kept. (Applause.) 

Although the Appointments Commis- 
sioners system had been very much 
criticised in some cases, he could point 
to many Councils who said that the 
Appointments Commissioners had helped 
them to do their work, and they were 
very grateful at the results, and at the 
recogniton of these results. 

They were all very grateful, and had 
reason to be grateful for the way in 


which the Dublin City Council and the 
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Association of Municipal Authorities was 
founded ? 

Too much time had to be devoted to 
routine matters, with the result that busy 
men had to withdraw their services from 
the councils. Councils should outline their 
proposed schemes of reform when striking 
their rate, and should be allowed to work 


during that vear according to that pro- 


gramme, without undue Ministerial inter- 
ference, 

Alderman Connolly emphasised the im- 
portance of local authorities providing 
adequate ‘facilities for recreation, both for 


adults and for juveniles. 


THE FLIGHT FROM THE 
LAND. 


In the course of a discussion, 

Mr. Ross (Wexford), speaking on the 
subject of housing, said that in Wexford 
they had built houses by direct labour at 
£216 10s. each, and were able to let them 
at an economic rent of 6s. 6d. a week. 

Mr. O'Connell (Sligo) advanced the view 
that the influx of people into the towns 
from the country was unhealthy, and said 
that he did not think that they ever would 
solve the housing problem in the towns 
until they retained the people on the land. 
He feared that there was too keen a desire 
for pleasure and amusement among people, 
and that hard times were in store for them 
if they did not practise stringent economy. 

Alderman Lynch (Mayor of Sligo) said 
that the reason why there was an influx of 
people to the towns from the country was 
that there was no encouragement for them 
on the land. He thought that the Govern- 
ment could do a little more if they only 
grappled with the thing, and the first thing 
that they should grapple with was the 
import into the country of articles which 
could be produced at home. 


SLUMS AND DEATH-RATE., 


Mr. Ellis (Cork) said that in Cork they 
could have built many more hund of 
houses only for the high rate of interest pay- 
able on the money lent, and the short-time 
loans. He was glad that Kilkenny Corpora- 
tion had a resolution on the agenda regarding 
slum areas, because the slums certainly were 
accountable for a good deal of the death rate

GENEVA, Tuesday. 

The Drafting Committee of the League 
First Commission has adopted three 
resolutions, subject to confirmation to- 
morrow by the Plenary Committee. One 
resolution says that all questions of a 
definitely international character—that 1s, 
not purely European—shall be dealt with 
not by the Committee of European Union, 
but by the special organisms of the 
League. 

This means that the Soviet proposal for 
a pact of economic non-aggression, which 
roduced a cleavage in the Committee of 
has Union some days ago, will be 
referred to the Economic Committee of 
the League, as suggested by Lord Cecil. 

The other resolutions of the Drafting 
(‘committee endorse the report for the past 
year’s work and propose the continuance 
of the Committee of European Unior 
indefinitely. The Committee is thus kept 
alive, but merely as an organism of the 
League of Nations. 


BUDGET REFERRED BACK. 

M. Motta, the Swiss Chairman of the: 
First Commission, is largely responsible 
for the shelving of the Russian scheme, 
to which he has been opposed from the 
outset. 

The Finance Commission decided this 
evening to refer the budget of the League 
back to the Supervisory Committee for 
amendment, with a strong recommenda- 
tion to reduce expenditure.
